Honze of the great Huddhist temple of Hong- 
wanje, at Kyoto, by which the latter engayed 
lo incinerate the bodies and perform the funeral 
rit $ on the spot and see that they reached the 
homes of the relatives in Japan, no matter how 
porrthey might be or how remote the province. 
What nation on this side of the globe has done 
anythivg like this, or even tried to do it? 1 
mention this possibly irrelevant circumstance 
to show that Japan, in thus winning the affec- 
tinn as well as the patriotism of her people, has 
claims to the strong statement that I have 
ventured upon with regard to her’ future 
submarine fleet. . 

She will probably buy few boats until other 
nations. have perfected them. [tis her rule’to 
buy her civilization ready made. Bot when 
these boats are once purchased, the men that 
she can put into them are unrivalled for the 
work, They are intelligent; they are small 
sized ; they can live on cold uncooked food, 
without consequent illness; they do not ap- 
parently suffer from tither heat or cold; and 
though ‘there is a Japanese proverh that “a 
voyage at sea is an inch of hell,” the Japanese 
sailors, drawn as they are from the fishing 
classes, do not get seasick. They are brave ta 
rashness and they have no nerves; they can 
sleep anywhere, at any time, even, as says the 
missionnry A. H, Smith, of the Chinese, “across 
three wheel-barrows, with head downward like 
spider, their mouth wide open, and a fly 
inside." .

L inspected their torpede boat flotilla at, the 
time of their capture of Weihaiwei. The 
weather was arctic, it snowed three-quarters of 
the time, and it was blowing a gale always, with 
a heavy sea running.

” caused the water of condensation to drop over 
everything—ham mock, clothes, and mess gear., 
Indeed, the whole inside was much like a cold 
vapour bath.

Lt will be recollected that, giving it asa 
cause: the inadequacy of the Colony's: water 
supply, the Fire Insurance Asseciation. re- 
sulved to increase the pretium on fire 
policies in respect of Chinese risks, by 25 
per cent, ‘This called for some protest on 
the part of the assured, and at the meetings 
ofthe land owning companies a hint was 
thrown out that if this surcharge on the fire 
premia was going to be adopted; unreason- 
ably as it was consitlered to-bein the opini- 
on of property uwners, it might be deemed 
necessary for thusé companies to’ establish 
an insurance’ fund of their own, “The 
Humphreys. Estate and Finance Company, 
Limited, was the first to show the. way how 
lo meet the extra demand which ‘the Fire 
Insurance Association was to impose upon 
them by carrying a resolution transferring 
the money, hitherto appropriated asa reserve 
by the Company, to a special insurance 
(fund to cover risks .on their Chinese 
property.’ Without expressing “one way or 
another the expediency or otherwise, of 
large property owners accepting risks on 
their own account when there are re 
cognised offices for such a purpose, we are 
much struck by the figures revealed in the 
report of the Superintendent of the Wire 
Brigade for last year which are printed in 
the Gaze//e and reproduced by us.in anather 
colunm of this issue. A record of 76 fires 
and ys incipient fires during the wwelve 
months is une sutticiently large to indicate 
that some more drastic measures must be 
Jtaken with a view to minimising the loss, 
incidental to any outbreak which may have 
for its inception the nefarious practice of 
the incendiary, ‘The estimated amount of 
damage cause by the fires during ryoz at- 
tained the enormous tottl of £2,144, 16.50, 
or upwards of three times the amount in 
igor, when there were 58 outbreaks involy- 
ing damage to the amount, of §630,381. 
‘In 1y00, §1 fires occurred and the damage 
caused was estimated at $1 30,599, while in 
the year previous, when the aumber df con- 
flagrations ‘was 31, the estimated damage 
was put down at $829,814, which included 
$300,000 as the result of an outbreak on 
December 22 when three godowns next to 
Hing Lung Lane were destroyed. Going 
back another six years we find that the num- 
ber of fires with the estimated amount of 
property destroyéd is as-follows :—1898, 16, 
fires, $35,001.74 damage ; 1897, 26 lites, | 
Er77,150 damage 5 18y6, 30 fires, $105,595 
damage ; 1895, 35 ‘lites, $297,980 damage ; 
1894) 2y fires, $322,650 damage ; and 1893, 
36 fires, $208,210, damage.

While al totin Chow [received a telegram 
from Consul Fox informing me that in conse. « 
quence of the famine in the various districts in 
Wuchow, Tsam Chow and Yung Chow, Your, . 
Excellezcy had despatched Mr, Clementi to — 
proceed thiher to make investigation and 
distribute rice amongst my people without 
distinction of race “or. creed. In this Your 
Excellency, shows uabounded kindness and 
on behalf of the millions. of starving « 
cople it is my bounden duty to thank Your 
Excellency. Mr Clementi had personally in- 
teriewed meat Ts’ Chou and shordly after- 
wards he arrived at Vung Chou. 

With regard to the relief rice which you 

have already sent, | have despatched a steam 
launch to tow it up to’Ts'ain Chou, aud f have 
als) ordered all the officials along the route to 
alford all necessary protection and assistance, 
and have, further given instructions to all likin 
stations to totally exempt. the rice from all 
likin charges. This has, already been put on 
record. Burt wi have rend from Hongkong’ 
newsp ipers slatemertts asserting that ‘in tis 
Province ‘we. were not willing to waive likin 
charges. ‘These statements nre without founda- 
tion and ave. utterly uoreasonable, As Your 
Excellency, moved by your well-Known churi-.

Ot 
course business men in insurance offices will 
scout any such idea as being chimerical, even 
quixat’ c; they hold that they are private com- 
panies doing t' eir best for their shareholders, 
and patriotism has no part in their dealings. 
Like the shipping companies, they .will -sell 
theif Tights to benefit the shareholders, even 
‘if the ships are lost to the flags, or, in 
the case of the insurance office, the money 
pisses into other puckts, In this we cannot 
altogether blame them, but surely the 
insurance companies of the country owe a 
certain duty to the State. They are allowed to 
accumulate vast sums of public money, and the 
State has aright to know that they arc acting 
in the interests of the people. We are an 
Empire of scattered units, and the communica- 
tiun becomes more intimate year by year. 
Business firms of any pretensions have their 
branches—or ought (o have, if the foreigner i is 
to be kept out-in some one or in several of 
our colonies, Intercourse with our colonies 
is the essence of Imperialism, and everything 
possible shauld be done to foster it How, 
then, do these great public bodies, to whom so 
much of the Nation’s money is entrusted, 
play their part ? One company, with the word 
“Colonial” prominent in the name of the firm, 
states that it "docs not encourage insurance 
business with men proceeding to our colonies.” 
Another of the largest of our companies makes 

a similar assertion; and all, except a very few, ; 
look askance at business with persons proceed- 

ing abroad, This is a serious reflection on any 
British insurance. company. If the insurance 
companies are to take their place in the impe- 
rial work before us; they must cease to be 
parochial in their notions as to remember that 
the State, having a'lawed them to accumulate 
a large part of the national wealth, requires of 
them national work.
